Reach - New Total, Says 
Leather Company Official

ably since the great war and the 
United States supplies more of it to 
he peoples of the whole globe than 
loea any other nation. 
Americans, who bought more pat- 


ent leather shoes last year than in 
any previous year, were foremost 
customers of our tanneries, but al- 
most every other country took our 
)atent leather, including British In- 
lia and China, where shoes and oth- 
er apparel made of shiny American 
eather are coming into common use. 


This little-heralded growth is of 


great importance to the American 
anning industry because it is bring- 
ng an increasing volume of business 
o that section of the industry which 
makes side-upper leather— leather 
rom cattle hides for the uppers .of 
hoes—a section that tans nearly 
half the cattle hides of_the nation. 


Not so many years £go patent 


eather was considered a novelty. Un- 
il 1928 the government statistics on 
manufactures did not even list it 
eparately. However, in that year 
reduction 
had risen to 1,791,000

"The earthly habitat 
where the 


most uniform environment exists to- 
day," Weller points out, "Is found In 
the abysmal depths of the ocean, 
and the life of these cold, dark abys- 
ses is essentially the same in ail 
oceans." 


Citing the trilobites, Weller sets 


forth that many groups • of organ- 
Isms through the geological ages 
have developed, along certain side 
lines of evolution, extravagant and 
apparently useless characteristics of 
ornamentation which have culminat- 
ed in extinction of their line. Simpler 
forms survived. Development of ex- 
travagant ornate characteristics is 
a condition preceding extinction of 
the race Involved. Welter offers this 
warning as a suggestion: 


"Human civilizations and 
social 


organizations have arisen in 
the 


past and have dwindled and become 
extinct, just "as have the societies 
of prehuman inhabitants 
of 
our 


earth. Their places have-been taken 
by other social groups arising from 
more or less obscure sources. 


"May not the underlying causes 


of the waning of both these sorts 
of societies be similar? Too great 
prosperity, perhaps, and the expen- 
diture of vital forces in the develop- 
ment of ornamental characters not 
fundamentally of service to 
the 


race. And may not the general rec- 
ognition of this 
lesson serve 
to 


guide, in some measure, the future 
destinies of humanity?"

FOR TAX PAYMENT, 


OLD LAW REVEALS 


Overlooked Status Does Not 


However, Permit Back Tax 
Collection 


Whether Outagamie-co will take 


advantage of an almost forgotten 
Wisconsin statute, long overlooked 
and seldom used since placed on the 
law books, which enables counties to 
start civil actions to force collection 
of taxes, is problematical, acccordingr 
to John -A. Ixrasdorf, district attor- 
ney. 


The law was recently discovered 


by Hugh A. Minahan, deputy attor- 
ney general. 


The statute, known as 70.17, pro- 


vides that counties may sue any in- 
dividual or firm to collect 
taxes 


which that person or concern has 
not paid. It has been the presump- 
tion of many members of the bar 
that counties could not sue to collect 
these delinquent taxes. 


The northern 
counties of 
the 
state are expected to benefit materi- 
ally from the discovery of this law 
which will enable them to secure 
thousands of dollars from lumber iri- 
terests.

north, from which

failure to pay taxes upon it. 


It has often^ been the practice of

three years the land was used, it was 
said.

or individuals 
for back 


taxes but in the 
future the statute 
can be called into use.

undeliverable letters.

liverable mail, Mr. Wettengel points 
out, is due primarily to incorrect 
addresses and he urges Appleton to 
check their letters carefully before 
placing them in the mailbox. Even 
with this large amount of mail 
without 
proper addresses 
there 


would still be only a small amount 
sent to the dead letter office if the 
senders •would carefully place their 
return addresses on the letters in 
spite of the common practice of not 
doing so. 


The loss sustained each year by 


the mailing public is enormous,

the land concerning the so-called Kel- 
logg treaty. In fact it is one treaty that 
is so short, so simple, so clear, that 
there is no fair cause for misunder- 
standing it. Aside from the preamble 
naming the nations to it, and that in- 
cludes all the great nations of the 
world, and its general statement "of 
solemn duty to promote the -welfare of 
mankind," it consists of two articles as 
follows: 


1. The high contracting parties solemnly 


"declare in the names of 'their respective 
^peoples that they condemn recourse to war 


for, the solution of international controversies, 
and renounce it as an instrument of national 
policy in their relations with one another. 


2;'-The 'high -contracting parties agree that 


;the settlement or. solution r of all disputes or 
conflicts of whatever nature f>r of whatever 
origin they may be, which may arise among 
them, shall never be sought except by pacific 
means. 


It would be difficult to frame words 


to, more clearly and effectively outlaw 
war. It would be equally as difficult to 
conjure "up any "reason--even of 
the 


most superficial nature why the senate 
of the United States should not agree 
to the acceptance of this treaty. Yet, 
we find senators who call themselves 
free-lances, progressives and what-not, 
already on the fkfor'bi ^the senate at- 
tempting to mold this' perfectly plain 
language .into an instrument of de- 
struction for the country. 


If in fact this treaty be adopted by 


the nations whose- 
representatives 


have submitted it back to their gov-, 
ernments-for-approyaV,it"Jwill have ac- 
complished'in large'measure the pre- 
vention of serious' armed conflict, be- 
cause those who are signatory to it are 
the only nations capable of warfare 
on a large scale. 


The National Economic 
league 


whose stated purpose is to create an 
informed and disinterested leadership 
for public opinion, free from partisan 
bias or class interest, has voted 1617 
m favor of 'the_ .ratification of this 
treaty to but 45 opposed thereto. It is ' 
more than likely that the 
ordinary 


run of the- people would vote with 
even a heavier percentage in favor of 
its ratification; realizing as do most* 
people familiar with the causes of the 
last great conflict, 'that a conviction 
upon the part of any one nation that 
another may be likely to go to war at

% Rotary Club by. Dr. J. C. 


Lymer 


Comparing the solar system to a 


community, with the sun the most 
powerful but by no means the larg- 
est figure in the milky way, Dr. J. 
C. Lymer of Lawrence college_-«x- 
plained the solar system to Rotary 
club Tuesday noon at Hotel North- 
ern. ;-. 


Dr. Lymer pointed out that the 


sun is nearly a million miles In di- 
ameter and has a surface tempera- 
ture of 10,000 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The nearest pjanet, -he said, is Mer- 
cury, , ?,000 miles in diameter, and 
then,Venus, almost as large as the 
earth-and covered with a. dense mois- 
ture-laden atmosphere much like tho 
earth's. There is no evidence, said 
Dr. Lymer, that Venus is inhabited, 
but conditions are more favorable for 
beings to exist there than on any 
other'planet. 
» 


The" speaker spoke of Lowell's con- 


tention that Mars 
was inhabited, 


and proved the fallacies in his argu- 
ments, stating ^however that it is 
possible that the planet is inhabited 
oy beings 
not 
unlike ourselves 


though there has been no evidence 
to that effect. The next planet de- 
scribed was Jupiter, 11 times as large 
as the earth, and probably too hot 
to support any kind of life. 


"At-^7 o'clock at night, said Dr. 


Lymer, Jupiter is -almost overhead, 
Venus is blazing in the southwest, 
while Mars, a blazing red star. Is 
just coming up in the northeast. The 
three' outer planets are Saturn, not 
visible until toward morning; Aranus 
and'Neptune, the latter 30 times es 
far from the sun as the earth. 


The last half of Ht, 
Lymer's 


speech was devoted to a discussion 
of movements" of the planets and" the 
story of how the planets came into 
existence.

CHILDREN'S LAWS 


Juvenile Courts Should Be 


Able to Deal With Par- 
ents, Says Williams 


Plymouth —(XP)—Aubrey W. Wil- 


liams, general secretary of the WJs- 
consin Conference of Social Work, 
pointed to incompetenclcs of the 
Wisconsin's cblldrens' laws In 
an 


address here Thursday before the 
American Society of Equity. 


Although Wisconsin has made two 


"signal advances in the child care 
field," Mr. Williams expressed belief 
that there are many "glaring" weak- 
nesses in the laws The advances he 
referred to were the Juvenile Court 
Act of 1901, which provided a legal 
basis in which the court was the 
friend and not impartial judge of 
erring children and the Aid to De- 
pendent Children statute in 1913, 
which is known as the Mother's Pen- 
sion Act. 


"Homes are being broken up in 


Wisconsin for economic reasons," 
Mr. Williams said. "The Children's 
Code committee is recommending the 
amount to be granted by the court 
be in term as need, rather than the 
maximum limit be laid down." 


Besides the economic factor, the 


speaker r.Jd a second weakness was 
that the law "is so inclusive that it 
defeats the original purpose." 
He 


illustrated this by referring to the 
easo with which pensions are grant- 
ed and also tho incarceration meth- 
ods which Imprison a child with a 
hardened offender. 


"A third weakness," Mr. Williams 


said, "is that at the present time, 
Juvenile courts are not able to deal 
with parents, 
but must place the 


'charge* even of neglect and depend- 
ency as well as delinquency,, against 
tha child." 


He said the childrens' code com- 


mittee favor investigation of all peti- 
tions for adoption and placing of 
findings in court and also that all 
children shall reside six months in 
the home of the adopting parents be- 
fore the official adoption is granted. 


The speaker regarded the permis- 


sion of "so-called infant maternity 
hospitals" to be operated as a glar- 
ing weakness under the law. Many 
of these Institutions, he said, 
are 


"nothing less than baby farms where 
children are virtually sold for profit 
to the establishment. 


"The committee is recommending 


a master measure which will be a 
local instrument to carry out all 
measures affecting 
children," Mr. 


Williams said. "This Is to bei in the 
nature of a county board of child 
welfare and It will co-operate with 
existing agencies In doing the work."

ers* association estimate that more 
than $1,000,000 is .spent annually by 
state farmers for these products. 
Their-wide sale is thought to be" .due 
largely to deceptive advertising and 
clever salesmanship.

"A farmer with 20 cows valued at 


$115.00 each would have an invest- 
ment of about $2,300 and if his pro- 
fit on one cow is $13 a year his to- 
tal profit for the year is about S450 
besides 26 cents an hour for his la- 
bor," says Mr. Harris. "This is no 
more profit than he could make from 
five or six cows yielding 5,000 quarts 
a year. The smaller herd would be 
valued at about $800 or less 
than 


half the investment 
in the larger 
herd. 


"Hand in hand with dairying of 


the latter type we find better home 
conveniences, shorter working days, 
education for the children and other 
things that go to make the difference 
betwet-n a life and a bare living. 


"Milking machines are "fine but not 


necessary in a herd of six or eight 
cows. Steel stanchions, feed and lit- 
ter carriers are all good if business 
is on a sufficiently large scale. 


"Running water, however, is more 


of a necessity than a luxury in the 
aarh just as it is in the kitchen. Sun- 
light and fresh air for the stables are 
usually "-worth all they cost; certain- 
ly all they need to cost. But who has 
not seen a barn resplendent in paint, 
steel equipment, « tile silos, 
and 


patent ventilators housing a bunch 
of scrub cows not capable of produc- 
ing enough profit to pay -the interest 
on the investment? The cows in the 
barn are the moneymakers 
if any 


money is to be made." 


"About five years ago .a Clark 


county farmer became a member of 
a testing association. He had a good 
average herd of Holstein cows but a 
;umble-down log barn was the best 


could afford. He hesitated to join 


he association because, he said, "The 
first thing that tester will tell me is 
:o spend money for a new barn and

Deer are growing so numerous on 


some of the National Forests that 
thcro is danger' of their starvation, 
says the Forest 
Service, 
United 


States Department of Agriculture. 


The annual game 
census of, the 


Service indicates that the number of 
deer on the forests is almost every- 
where increasing. This is in spite of 
the fact 
that 
except on certain 


areas set aside as game refuges the 
only restrictions upon hunting are 
those imposed by State game laws. 


The. Forest Service holds that tbe 


local remedy1 is tbe development of 
game management plans. The basic 
principle of these plnas is to estab- 
lish and maintain a balance between 
the number of animals 
and their 


yearlong food supply. 


In a state of nature such a balance 


is automatically maintained, say the 
forest officers, largely through the 
check imposed by wolves, mountain 
lions, lynxes, and other animals that 
prey on the game. 
But man 
has 


greatly reduced the number of such 
killers. This leaves as the chief nat- 
ural check the factors of famine and 
disease. 


A given land 
area under given 


conditions, 
it is pointed 
out, can 


grow onlv 
a certain 
quantity of 


game feed. 
The quantity available 


varies with the season. Thus when 
an excessive number of animals are 
seeking sustenance a short forage 
crop or an extra hard winter results 
in undernutrition, increased suscep- 
tibility to disease, and a struggle for 
life which the weaker animals often 
succumb in larste number. 


OUTRUNS FOOD SUPPLY 


At the present 
time 
the most 


acute situation on any National For- 
est is on the Kaibab, 
in northern 


Arizona. The doer herd on this for- 
est, containing more than 
28,000 


head, has outrun the food supply so 
that fawns born the previous year 
have died, and many of the other an- 
imals as well. The Forest Service de- 
clares that acquiescence in this con- 
dition is both uneconomic and inhu- 
man. 
A somewhat similar situation 


threatens the elk herds of the Yel- 
lowstone region. 


Under a game management plan 


the aim would be to prevent over- 
crowding by finding out how many 
deer or elk the available land will 


. carry permanently, and varying the 
amount of hunting permitted so that 
the herds of game will be kept at 
this number. Stable in placo of flue 
Uniting herds would mean a constant 
stock of breeding 
animals, would 


permit of utilizing the increase for 
food, and would prevent the decline 
in the food productive capacity oi 
the land which overgrazing—wheth- 
er by domestic livestock 
or game 


herds—inevitably produces. 


Rigid State game laws which make 


impossible the application of a flex- 
ible system may, 
however, create 


great difflcultnes 
for any rational 


management plan. This 
has 
been 


true in the case of the Kaibab deer 
To the extent that wild life has a 
place in forest 
administration the 


Forest Service seeks to work in co- 
operation with the State for the de- 
velopment of the most favorable con- 
ditions. 


An excessive number of deer nol 


only means that they are subjected 
to undernutrition and are in danger 
of being killed off wholesale by star- 
vation and disease but also, the for- 
est officers say, results 
in serious 


injury to tree-growth, since the nun 
gry deer are forced to browse- on 
anything they can reach, and thus 
destroy 
the forest 
reproduction 


While deer normally subsist largely 
on browse, if the herds 
are kept 


within reasonable limits they can ob 
tain an adequate food supply -without 
curtailing the growth of the forest 
As a first step toward 
Introducing 


sound game management plans the 
Forest Service is studying the condt 
lions on the ground, locality by lo- 
cality, in order to determine in each 
case what the limit should be.

OUTLINES METHOD 


OF STEER FEEDING 


Combination of Cottonseed 


and Linseed Meals Is Eco- 
nomical 


An economical method of feeding 


young steers by combining 
cotton- 


seed and linseed meals has 
been 


outlined by animal husbandmen at 
the University of AVisconsin. 


Tho experiments indicate that cot- 


tonseed meal can be used as a cheap 
feed for fattening beef cattle, ac- 
cording to J. G. Miller, in charge of 
the trials. 
Although this feed is 


high In protein, it has lost some of 
its popularity among stockmen since 
various experiments have shown It 
to be much less valuable than lin- 
seed meal. 


Since 
cottonseed 
is generally 


cheaper than linseed meal, farmers 
would reduce the cost of their feeds, 


Fuller added. If It could be added to 
the ration. 


• A mixture of erjual parts of cotton- 
seed and linseed meals proved satis- 
factory as the linseed meal itself, 
Fuller and his associate, B. H. 
Roche, discovered. Tho steers re- 
ceiving the mixture were fed at a 
lower cost than the group getting 
linseed, although the balance of the 
ration was exactly the same. 


"For 
fattening young steers," 


Fuller said in his summary, "when- 
ever high grade cottonseed meal is 
cheaper than linseed, it will be eco- 
nomical to replace one-half 
the 


linseed supplement with cottonseed 
meal.' '
